&, Airfield ! The airfield of Pskov is 3 km. SS£ of the town on the right 
el d® of the road leading to Oatrov (ST 0 ^ 1 !?, 26^0^). The labor bat- 
talion engaged in repairing the airfield me housed In a wooden barrack 
compound on the left side of the road across from the airfield, a few hundred 
meters closer to Pskov, About 1 km. northeast of the command are bombproof 
shelters used by the German General Staff during the war. The airfield be- 
gins at the southern end of the military garrison (see Attachmeiit B and para- 
graph below). At this end of the field there are three largo hangars^ ir 
front of which is a continuous concrete apron at least 100 meters wide* 

Each of the hanjpurs is large enough to house four A-raotore& airplanes* The 
runway on the v*3 stern side of the airfield is half asphalt and half cor- 
crate. A narrow concrete strip runs along the opposite side of the field. 

At the southern end of the airfield are a great numb er of concrete shelte rs 
sunk in the ground and covered with soil and grass* | | 25X1

At the juncture of these roads there is a military 
garrison (Voien gorodok”) which cavers an area of approximately 5 00 x 600 
meters and consists of several atone buildings.

Militar y Caser ns The road which leads from the Leningrad highway in- 
to the center of the town crosses a bridge over the Velikaya River, About 
300 meters from this bridge, on the right side, is a large military casern. 

d. Amv Wartfoouffet An army warehouse, which covers about 1,000 square raters 
and is used as a clothing dump, is located on the left aide of the highway 
leading out of Pskov in a southwesterly direction. It is on the edge of 
the town, adjacent to the cemetery. 

a. Road from Airfield to Railway Station: From the western sid e of the air- 
field there Is a road leading in a northwesterly direction. beard 25X1
